American Activities Committee 
also said they want the company’s 
top ue -— whom they re- 
fused to identify—to testify at 
their investigation into Soviet 

the atomic bomb 
project. 

The company is the Canadian 
Radium and Uranium Corp., sales 
agent for the now-defunct Eldo- 
rado Mines. Eldorado, the origi- 
nal producer of Canadian urani- 
um ore, was taken over by the 
Canadian Government in 1944 as 
a war measure. 

_ Case Settled Out of Court. 

In May 1943 the sales company 
sold 500 pounds of uranium oxide 
and 500. pounds of uranium ni- 
trate to Russia, ostensibly for 
medical purposes, and the ship- 
ment was delivered through the 
lend-lease pipeline with the ap- 
proval of United States authori- 
ties. Confirmation of the Cana- 
dian uranium sales, about which 
the committee has received pre- 
vious testimony, came yesterday 
' from C. D. Tec ee 
at Ottawa. 

After the war, the Canadian 
Government brought suit against 
the firm on fraud charges. The 
case was settled out of court and, 
at Canada’s request, the com- 
pany’s records were impounded. 
The Canadian Government said at 

time that national security 
was involved. 

The committee wants to see the 
records because, it believes, the 
1943 uranium shipment will help 
| determine the scope and value of 

Russian uranium purchases in this 
hemisphere during the atomic 
bomb’s development. 

Committee sources said two in- 
vestigators are now in Canada; but 
they declined to say just what

The Labor margin of 4022 votes 
compared to an edge of 9002 in 
hte 1945 genéral election. 

Windle polled almost 4000 votes 
more than the  Conservative- 
backed candidate in the last gen- 
eral elections. That was due in 
some measure to the fact that the 
Liberals, who polled 6707 votes in 
1945, had no regular candidate in 
the field in the election. 

The Liberal candidate C. Can- 
ning, running without his.party’s 
blessing, polled only 2882 votes 
in the by-election. 

Laborites promptly hailed the 
outcome as a sign that the So- 
cialist government would be re- 
turned to power in general elec- 
tions next year. However, Con- 
servatives pointed out that the 
Labor vote in the by-election 
1059 smaller than in 1945. ey 
regarded that as a decline of 
strength in an industrial district 
of the type in which Labor’s chief 
support rests. 

The election campaigning was 
some of the most bitter in recent 
British political history. Windle’s 
campaign slogan, “vote for Win- 
dle and end the swindle,” was 
more vehement than those usual- 
ly adopted by Conservative can- 
didates.

New Yorkers Are Deluged 
By Warnings to Save Water 


Admonitions on Billboards, Over the Air, ir 
Newspapers — New Restrictions 
by Authorities. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP)—New 
York today is a city with water 
on the brain, but véry little in 
its reservoirs. Like a _ broken 
phonograph record, the city was 
playing the words over and over 
again: “Save watea, save water.” 

The words are on billboards. 
They are on the radio. The news- 
papers handed out housewifely 


Ups on how to be water-thrifty. 
ith the metropolis facing a 
serious water shortage, the cam- 
paign to keep the mains from go- 


asiing dry was moving into high 


gear. 

Advertising panels of subways 
and busses were plastered with 
bi, signs, like: “Don't be a drip 
by wasting water.” 

Radio stations interspersed their 
programs with stern admonitions. 
“Turn off that tap today,” says 
an announcer, “or you may not 
be able to turn it on tomorrow.” 

Newspapers, including the Com- 
munist Daily Worker, orused 
similar agivice. 

The New York Sun front-paged 
this suggestion on how to keep 
clean with less water: “Take a 
shower Navy-style; five seconds 
of water to get wet, turn off 
water, 15 seconds to soap up, turn 
on water again, 20 seconds to 
rinse—and you're clean and 
fresh.” 

At the top of today’s New York 
Daily Mirror was a series of three 
“save water” boxes, with this feot- 
note below: “It is your duty to

your. home! Save water! It is pre- 
cious!” 

On page one, the New York 
World Telegram began featuring 
a daily illustration, showing the 
city’s ebbing water supply, and 
headed: “Watch that water level!” 
In addition to the drive to make 
the public water-conscious, au- 
thorities were slapping on new 
restrictions to halt “non-essential” 
uses of water. Forbidden uses, 
many of them punishable by 
fines, now include: Automobile 
washing, leaky fixtures, washing 
of subway station walls and rail- 
way cars, circulating swimming 
pools, continually running water 
in dentists’ basins, outdoor skat- 


ing rinks. 

One Manhattan landlord yester- 
day was fined $100 after he was 
cited for allowing a defective fau- 
cet to flow at several gallons a 
minute. 

With reserves in the city’s res- 
ervoirs down to 34.7 per cent of 
capacity, the Jamaica Water Sup- 
ply Co., a private system on Long 
Island, yesterday promised to 
help by contributing 10,000,000 
gallons a day. But this was only 
a drop in the bucket, since New 
York normally uses more than a 

billion gallons of water daily.

8 OUT OF 10 IN HIGH 
SCHOOLS HERE NEED 
DENTAL CARE 


About eight out of 10 high 
school students examined during 
the last school term through the 
services of the St. Louis public 
schools department of dental 
health, needed some form of 
dental treatment, Dr. A. E. Mur- 
phy, director of dental health for 
the Board ef Education, reported 
today. 

Dr. Murphy’s report, published 
in ‘the December bulletin of the 
St. Louis Dental Society, showed 
that of the 18,662 children exam- 
ined, 14,760, or 79 per cent, 
needed dental treatment. Of those 
who were found to need it, only 
4706, or 33 per cent, received 
complete .treatment, the dentist 


reported. 


Dr. Murphy said he found the 
dental health of Negro students 
superior to that of white students 
in that the teeth of Negroes were 
being attacked at the rate of 2.3 
teeth per student, while the teeth 
of white students were being at- 
tacked at the rate of 6.2 teeth per 
student. Among the white stu- 
dents, however, 56 per cent of the 


teeth remained decayed“and un- 
treated while among the Negro 
students the percentage was 81.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,~Dec. 9 
(AP)—Roy A. Roberts, president 
of the Kansas City Star, predicted 
today Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio would be the most probable 
Republican challengers of the 
Truman Fair Deal in 3952. 

Roberts, a personal friend of 
Eisenhower, said in a civic club 
speech here that he had been 
asked “if Gen. Ike would run in 
1952.” 

“I don’t pretend to know,” he 
said. “He hasn't told me. But 
from my many years of watching 
politi¢al signs, I would offer the 
guess that ‘Barkis is willing!’ 

“The speeches being made by 
Gen, Ike now all are directed at 
one theme—that the country 
wants neither the extreme right 
nor the extreme left and that the 
proposed welfare state program 
of the Administration is sending 
the nation down the road towards 
state socialism with the attendant 
loss of individual liberty and dig- 
nity of the average citizen. 

“That theme could unite the 
Dixiecrats of the South and the 
Republicans of the North.” 

He saw the congressional elec- 
tions next year as the most im- 
portant tests of strength of an off- 
year in a long time. 

The senatorial campaigns of 
Taft in Ohio and Forrest C. Don- 
nell were described-by Roberts as 
the two high spots of the 1950 
elections.

TAIPEH, Formosa, Dec. 9 (AP) 
~—Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
titular leader of Nationalist China, 
flew to Sichang, Sikang, in moun- 
tainous southwestern China today. 

Reports received here in this 
new provisional capital of China 
said Communist troops were with- 
in 60 miles of Chengtu, China’s 
fourth capital this year, which was 
abandoned yesterday. Chengtu 
airfields were packed with: Chi- 
nese hoping to escape from the 
approaching Reds.

llied leaders just before the end 
of the war. Its fihal disposition 
still is considered one of the im- 
portant phases of the Japanese 
peace treaty expected to be writ- 
ten early next year. 

Problems on Formosa. 

The Nationalists face grave eco- 
nomic problems here. The island's 
normal population of 6,000,000 
has been increased to 7,200,000 
by an influx of Nationalists from 
the mainland. The island is not 
able and does not want to sup- 
port large mainland forces. Many 
of the islanders, in fact, still want 
to be a part of Japan or inde- 
pendent of the Chinese main- 
landers. 

Island defénders are 
trained and strong. 

Formosa lies athwart the sea 
and air lanes between the Philip- 
pines and Okinawa, both highly 
essential in the American defense 


well 


island is how long can Chiang’s 
treasury support war against the 
Reds? The Nationalists are now 
almost without income _ except 
from Formosa. Gold reserves 
brought from the mainland are 
being expended rapidly. Sooner 
or later Chiang’s war treas of 
an estimated $320,000,000 (United 
States) will run dry. Then the 
burden will fall on Formosa. The 
islanders can not support a full 
scale war against the Reds in a 
nation of 450,000,000 people and 
maintain their own economy. 


Industrial Picture. 


Formosa’s Japanese-developed 
industry has recovered only partly 
from World War II. The indus- 
trial output this year will be 60 
per cent of 1939. 


Many feel Formosa’s economy 
is still dependent on Japan. 
American Economic Co-operation 
Administration men are here now 
discussing the possibility of re- 
newed trade with occupied Japan. 

Foreign Governments, includ- 
ing the United States, are ex- 
pected to send diplomatic repre- 
sentatives to Taipeh.

Failure to pay retroactive rent 
increases granted by the Office 
of Housing Expediter is not a 
ground for eviction, it was ruled 
yesterday by Magistrate J. Glen- 
non McKenna. 

He hald that a certificate of the 
housing expediter giving a land- 
lord authority to increase rent to 
an earlier date, did not make it 
mandatory for the tenant to pay 
the retroactive increase. 

The decision was in a suit by 
Fred A. Jones, Negro, to eviet 
his tenant, Napoleon Walker, 
Negro, from 4570A McMillan av- 
enue, for refusing to pay $5.50 a 
month in back rent increases. 

Jones obtairied permission from 
the St. Louis office of the housing 
expediter last Oct. 24 to increase 
Walker’s rent $5.50 a month, re- 
troactive fo June 1. Walker agreed 
to pay the increase that subse- 
quently became due, but refused 
to pay the increase for the back 


period. 

Magistrate Court clerks report- 
ed this was the first suit of its 
kind, although 10,000 retroactive 
rent increases have been granted 
here. The clerks said there had 
been numerous inquiries : from 
landlords: and tenants on whether 
a person could be evicted for fail- 
ure to pay an increase retroac- 
tively. 

Callers had been advised, it was 
reported, that such evictions could 
not. be obtained because of the 
Missouri law requires 30 days 
notice of a rent increase.

Paul Finet Named Unan- 
-imously — Franco Gov- 
ernment Condemned, 


Fight on It Pledged.

“LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP)—The ex- 
ecutive board of the International 
Confederation of Free Trade Un- 
ions (ICFTU) last night wunani- 
mously elected Paul Finet of Bel- 
gium president of the new non- 
Communist world labor body. 

‘Finet is secretary of the Bel- 
gian Confederation of Labor. His 
candidacy had provoked a dispute 
because some delegates felt the 
president should not come from 
the same country chosen as fed- 
eration headquarters. Finet had 
offered to withdraw, but his back- 
ers insisted he remain in the race. 

The new president, who is 52 
years old, fled Belgium when it 
was invaded by the Germans. He 
went to France and later to Eng- 


land. 
| Officers Elected.

F anyone wishes to investigate the practical causes for the present 
plight of the Republican party, a good place to begin is with Guy 


G. Gabrielson. It must be added 


hastily that the unhappy chairman 


of the Republican National Committee is the victim, not the cause, 
of his party’s misfortunes. Nonetheless, a call on Gabrielson speaks 


volumes. 


The man himself, to begin at 
beginning, is as agreeable a 
fellow as you will find in national 
politics. As the new chieftain of 
their national organization, the 
Republicans have chosen a kindly, 
genial, solidly successful New 
York lawyer, who made his own 
way in the world, and has now 
achieved the blameless pinnacle 
of suburban prosperity. His lack 
of political experience makes him 
a bit suspicious at first, but be- 
fore long he will talk straight- 
forwardly to any caller who talks 
straightforwardly to him. 

‘The same lack#of experience 
has led Gabrielson into some ex- 
traordinary public statements, 
when he has thought that he was 
called on to speak for his party 
with pugnacity and spirit. Yet, he 
seems to know claptrap wher he 
utters it. In the old phrase of 
Senator Charles Ll. McNary, he 
does not bother te “demagogue 
when the doors are closed.” In- 
stead, he discloses honest puzzle- 
ment about what the Republicans 
ought to: do. 


The reason why a visit to Ga- 
brielson speaks volumes at this 
time is that the Republican nat- 
ional chairman is in an acutely 
uncomfortable predicament. Fur- 
thermore, the discomfort does not 
even derive from the party dis- 
sidents, who now wish to lead an- 
other of the rebellions against the 
national leadership that are be- 
coming a Republican habit. Ga- 
‘brielson’s discomfort derives, 
rather, from the difficulty of do- 
ing the job he was named for. 

In the plainest terms, Gabri- 
elson was chosen to head the 
Republican National Committee 
because he was thought to be a 
good moneyraiser. But partic- 
ularly since the defeat of John 
Foster Dulles in New York, he 
has met with severe resistance 
from the check-writers. “Tell 
us,” they have said te him, 
“what the Republican party 
stands for; and we will do our 
stuff generously. But if’ we 
don’t know what Republican 

. principles are, we .won’t write 
any checks.”

The Colorado river compact was signed 27 
ago. Under it, the West’s last big water- 


hole was divided half-and-half between the - 


Upper Basin states, consisting of Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Utah and New Mexico, and the Lower 
Basin States, consisting of Arizona, Nevada and 
California. The compact made it possible for 
Congress to enact the Boulder Dam Act, under, 
which Boulder—now Hoover—dam was built. 
This act in turn required California to pass an 


act renouncing all claim to Colorado river water © 


beyond the amount stipulated in the compact. 
The Upper Basin states were supposed to get 


together .subsequently and divide their one- 


half of the Colorado’s water among themselves. 
The Lower Basin states likewise. But none of 
them wanted to tackle the thorny problem if they 
could avoid it, so they put it off for 24 years. 
Then in 1946 the Bureau of Reclamation advised 
them that the states were claiming more water 
‘than the river contained, and no major proj- 
ects could be carried out until the states 
agreed among themselves on a division. The 
Upper Basin states, thus pushed, came to an 
agreement; but the Lower Basin states have not 
agreed—are, in fact, farther from agreement 
than they were 27 years ago. 

Arizona and California both consider that 
their future development will be limited by the 
amount of water they can command. During all 
these 27 years since the Colorado river compact 
was signed they have been engaged in a strug- 
gle so furious that at one time Arizona called 
out its militia. At this very moment, Arizona 
is fighting for a diversion of more water to its 
fertile but thirsty acres, and California is trying 
to bring a lawsuit which would ultimately call 
upon the United States Supreme Court to divide 
the water. Meanwhile, more Colorado river 
water than both states combined are using is 
wasting into the Gulf of Mexico because Cali- 
fornia and Arizona still can’t agree. 

Such is the horrible example—in such sharp 
contrast with the success of the TVA—which 
the Governors of the Missouri Valley states now, 
propose to follow in their own region. Is this the 
counsel of sound sense, or is it the counsel of 
desperation on the part of men with an unrea- 
soning prejudice against the MVA idea and a 
last-ditch unwillingness to accept the inevitable? 
This newspaper believes that a calm and unbiased 
study of the Colorado river compact, and of the 
proposed MVA, will convince any reasonable 
person of the correct answer.

| Retreat to Formosa 

With its retreat to Formosa and establishment 
of its capital there, the Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment becomes a refugee government on for- 
eign and hostile soil. Except for guerrilla har- 
assment, it has left China in the undisputed pos- 
session of the Chinese Communists. 


In 12 months the Nationalists have fled four 


capitals—Nanking, Canton, Chungking, the war- 
time seat of government, and Chengtu, the 
shortest-lived capital in the history of China, 
which lasted less than two weeks.

UNLIKE THE SALVATION ARMY itself, 
which was founded in England in 1880, the 
Christmas kettle aspect of the organization’s 
work is purely a United States innovation. 
Around the turn of the century, a to 
Capt. Brigman, a Salvation Army captain at Los 
Angeles, William A. McIntyre, decided that a 
good way to obtain funds for the Army’s Christ- 
mas work with the needy would be to place vol- 
unteer workers with kettles at strategic spots 
through the city’s business district. The idea 
was confined to Los Angeles in that season, but 
word of its successes spread to other cities until 
now the Salvation Army utilizes it throughout 
the world. 

’ Like all other good things, it improved as it 
went along. At first, the money was used to buy 
food to give to the poor who gathered at Salva- 
tion Army centers at Christmas. Later, this was 
expanded to the purchases of baskets of food 
and clothing which were taken to the homes of 
the needy. “Our social welfare experience ex- 
panded, too,” Capt. Brigman explained, “and we 
soon learned that some persons were too proud 
to take actual food or clothing gifts, although 
they sorely needed them. Now we send checks 
and coupons for clothing to the people we help. 
Last year we helped 25,807 persons in the St. 
Louis area.” 

This, he explained, included 5680 persons in 
families who received money for food and cloth- 
ing; 6190 children who got candy and fruit at 

as parties; 1151 men given dinner at 
ket Street Center; 9388 patients in hospitals, 
jails, rest homes and the like, who were enter- 


in hospitals who got of food, combs, razors 
and the like, and 2477 children who got toys.

THIS LIKE a lot of persons to be 
helped by and dime contributions. \“‘Oh, 
no,” the Ca said. “In the first place, we 
get a lot of rs and halves in those kettles. 
We get many: doliar bills and there isn’t a sea- 
son but what we don’t find at least one $100 bill 
in a kettle, and sometimes there are several. 
Our goal this year is $40,000. Last year it was 
the same, but we took in $41,200.” 
_ In addition to the 16 kettles manned by Sal- 
vation Army workers in the downtown area and 
12 in business districts in the county, the Christ- 
mas Cheer Program, which is the official name 
of the annual fund raising, has another big 
source of revenue. In 1942, a few service clubs 
in the area offered to help out by distributing 
coin boxes to various business establishments. 
By 1945, 10 clubs had joined in, 17 helped in 
1946, 23 in 1947 and 33 in 1948 and this year. 
These include representatives from the Kiwanis, 
Lions, Rotary, Optimists, and Co-Operative clubs 
and the Elks lodge. . Besides distributing the 
coin boxes, the business men pitch in and help 
man the kettles themselves during the last 10

Your opponents meld- 
ed aces, sevens, and tens, but had 
not yet established a base for a 
canasta in any rank because they 
had put down three or fewer 
natural cards in all their melds. 
Until they were able to add a 
fourth natural card they could 
not complete a canasta and so 
could not go out. You could go 
out by adding your queens to 
your tabled meld and combining 
your wild cards with your pairs 
of tens and sevens. But, although 
there were only three cards left 
in stock, the advice was to stay 
in the game and look forward to 
a chance of at least playing on 
by being able to pick up your 
right-hand opponent’s discard. 


There is one factor which must 
modify that advice. If there are 
only three red threes faced on the 


board, then one of the three re- . 


maining cards must be a red 
three. If the red three is the last 
card, the game will end upon 
your right-hand opponent’s draw- 
ing it; even if one of the other 
players draws it, there is consid- 
erable likelihood that you will not 
get another chance to play. You 
may still decide to do nothing 
more than add your queens and 
wild cards to your tabled meld, 
thus completing one can . But 
you will have to use your judg- 
ment about this—under some cir- 
cumstances it may be advisable to 
meld out and make sure the op- 
ponents will not escape you.
